sirens 
shrieking a t 7 p. rn. W ednesday, 
.pril 15, ju st lend an ear, but 
don’t take cover. The Chicago m et­ 
ropolitan area will be having its 
first air raid w arning and the A r­ 
lington H eights Civilian Defense 
will be testing its w arning equip­ 
m ent and w ants to know how ef­ 
fective it is. 
The a ir raid w arning signal will 
cover a six-m inute period, from 
7 p. rn. to 7:06 p. rn. It will be fol­ 
lowed by an “all clear” signal 
sounded from 7:10 p. rn. to 7:16 
p. rn. A ir raid w ardens and auxil­ 
iary police will station them selves 
inside closed buildings to check the 
effectiveness of the test in their 
blocks. 
They will report their 
findings to the local OCD office. 
When the return comes in, De­ 
fense officials will be able to tell 
w here the signal system needs re­ 
inforcem ent. 
One fire truck will be stationed 
on the north side of town and one 
will be stationed on the south 
side and their sirens will give the 
signal sim ultaneously w ith the si­ 
ren in the village hall. 
Remember this is only a test for 
w arning equipm ent and is not a 
black-out.

BREAD AND HONEY 
Did you ever try to make bread without any sweetening in it? A 
friend of mine sent me some rolls the other day to examine and tell 
her what was wrong. They were pale and thin and certainly not appe­ 
tizing. She told me the recipe she’s used. Yes, she’s followed it to a T. 
Well—except for the sugar—her family didn’t like things sweet, she 
explained. 
It was hard to convince her that the lack of sugar could result 
in such pale undernourished-looking rolls. But the point is that the 
yeast needs the sugar to feed upon. However, please do not get the 
idea when I say “sugar” that I mean the usual white sugar that you’ve 
been uaing in your bread. Honey or light corn syrup make a very satis­ 
factory substitution. 
In fact, the bread seems extra moist and the flavor is about the 
same. Here are the rules for making the substitution— 
Substitution of Honey or Corn Syrup for Sugar In Bread 
and Sweet Dough 
Use honey or light corn syrup in place of sugar—just the same 
amount—and add it to the liquid in which the yeast has been dissolved. 
If the dough seems sticky to handle, add a little more flour. 


Substitution of Honey or Corn Syrup for Sugar in Quick Bread, 
Muffins and Simple Coffee Cakes Containing *4 Cup 
Sugar or Less 


Use the same amount of honey or light corn syrup as you would 
sugar—adding it to the egg and liquid. Honey does impart a distinct 
honey flavor to these quick breads, muffins and coffee cakes. 
A Bread Made With Molasses and Syrup 
Swedish Rye Bread is a light Rye Bread—soft and moist and flavor­ 
ful. You won’t need to worry about substitutions here—because the 
bread is made with molasses and syrup for sweetening. 
SWEDISH RYE BREAD 
1 cake compressed yeast 
5*/i cups SIFTED all purpose flour 
2 cups water 
2 ,/2 cups medium rye flour 
2 tsp. salt 
2 tbsp, shortening 
Va cup molasses 
Raisins if desired 
Va cup syrup 
Crumble yeast into a bowl and add water which is slightly cooler 
than lukewarm, that is 86° F. If the room and flour are cooler than 
80° F., the water may be slightly warmer—and if the room and flour 
are warmer than 80° F., the water should be a little cooler. When the 
yeast is dissolved, add the salt, molasses and syrup. Any light brown 
syrup will do. Using part syrup and part molasses gives the same 
effect as the Swedish syrup. 
Add all the sifted flour at once to the liquid and work it in thor­ 
oughly with the hands, working in the softened shortening at the same 
time. When thoroughly mixed, knead the dough gently in the bowl or 
on a well-floured board. Rye dough has a tendency to become softer 
than other bread, but the softer and more pliable, the more tender 
the loaf. 
Round up the dough and set to rise in a well greased bowl at 
80° to 85° F. It should double in bulk in about I Vz to 2 hours. Punch 
down by putting closed Ast in center and folding dough over with the 
hands. Turn the dough completely over and let rise to 1% its bulk 
(about 45 minutes to I hour). 
Punch down and let stand 20 minutes or until it “conies back”. 
Divide into 3 loaves, mold each loaf separately and let rise in well 
greased bread pans to double in bulk—about I hour. 
Bake 45 to 50 minutes in a moderately hot oven, 425° F. 
lf Raisins Are Used 
Use Vz cup raisins for each loaf and add them when molding the 
loaves.

Mastitis control 
program launched 
by the university 


Mastitis, 
an 
inflammation 
of 
the cow’s udder which may reduce 
milk flow 20 per cent, may be 
controlled by proper herd m an­ 
agement, 
early 
diagnosis 
and 
treatm ent, according to “ A Herd 
Program of Mastitis 
Prevention 
and Control” issued recently by 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
Prepared by the college’s animal 
pathology departm ent, the publi­ 
cation 
which 
may 
be 
obtained 
free from farm advisers or the 
university, points out that an or­ 
ganized effort in m astitis control 
is needed in many illinois com­ 
munities. 
“Each herd is a separate prob­ 
lem of m anagement, diagnosis and 
treatm ent,” the publication states. 
“The voluntary cooperation of ev­ 
ery herd owner, local veterinar­ 
ian and the animal pathology lab­ 
oratory constitutes the best ap­ 
proach to the successful control 
of the disease.” 
The publication lists such herd 
m anagement methods as the feed­
